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The  Cincinnati  Lilirary  Society  for  tlie  Blind  provides 
[looks  in  three  ditferent  embossed  types,  New  York 
Point,  Moon  System  and  Line  Letter;  also  embossed 
maps,  catalogues  in  New  York  Point,  jigsaw  puzzles  and 
playing  caids.  As  the  Society  is  a private  organization  and 
the  books  can  be  sent  through  tlie  mails  free,  tliis  Library 
is  able  to  loan  the  books  to  tbe  blind  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  In  this  way  many  living  in  small  towns 
where  there  are  no  books  in  embossed  type  are  given  tlie  pleas- 
ure of  reading.  There  are  now  655  borrowers  and  to  show 
how  they  appreciate  the  books  tlie  following  e.xtracts  from 
letters  are  quoted:  “It  is  a mile  and  a half  to  my  Post  Office 
and  my  husband  walks  through  cold  or  heat,  as  he  and  1 both 
enjoy  reading,  especiallv  liction,  which  seems  to  break  the 
monotony  of  our  lonely  country  life.  I do  not  think  that 
your  noble  work  could  have  cheered  anyone  more  than  it  has 
us.”  Another  writes:  “I  have  been  getting  books  from  your 
Library  since  the  latter  part  of  igog,  and  you  may  know  what 
a boon  they  are  to  me,  when  I tell  j-ou  that  reading  consti- 
tutes the  greatest  pleasure  of  my  life,  and  that  all  my  school 
books  were  burned  in  my  old  home  some  years  ago,  and  1 
have  nothing  but  my  Bible.”  During  this,  the  thirteenth 
t ear  of  the  Society,  the  circulation  of  books  was  4,549. 

While  there  are  millions  of  books  published  for  the 
sighted,  there  is  a very  small  portion  of  these  reproduced  in 
embossed  type  on  account  of  the  great  cost  of  making  the 
stereotype  plates,  so  the  Society  has  asked  a few  authors  to 
pay  a blind  person  for  transcribing  some  of  their  books  by 
hand.  In  this  way  good  books  are  added  to  the  Library  and 
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employment  is  <;iven  to  tliose  who  neetl  it.  To  Mr.  Harold 
MeCjrath  the  Society  is  ftreafl.v  indebted  for  “7’he  Man  on 
the  Hox,”  and  to  Mr.  John  Fo.x,  Jr.  for  “The  Little  Shep- 
herd of  Kingdom  Come.” 

Besides  providing  reading  matter  for  the  blind,  the  So- 
ciety endeavors  to  help  them  in  many  ways;  first,  by  sending 
them  to  an  oculist  to  see  if  there  be  any  hope  of  regaining 
the  sight.  Dr.  Robert  Sattler,  wbo  most  generously  gives 
his  services  and  the  use  of  his  hospital,  has  in  some  cases 
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liccn  successful  in  restoring  partial  siglit  ami  relieving  many. 
1 hrougli  the  kindness  of  friends  clothing  has  been  given  to 
tlie  most  needy.  The  Ohio  Commission  for  the  Blind  con- 
tinues to  give  needle  work  to  about  fifty  women.  Tins 
work  is  received  and  distributed  at  the  Public  Library  by 
volunteer  workers  every  Friday  morning.  At  these  classes 
reading  and  writing  tbe  embo.s.sed  type  are  taught,  also  knit- 
ting, crocheting  and  plain  sewing.  As  it  is  impossible  for 
the  women  to  come  to  the  Library  alone,  it  is  necessary  to 
provide  guides.  Many  have  been  brought  on  the  street  cars, 
while  others  have  enjoyed  the  automobiles  of  Mrs.  Nathan 
Meiss  and  Mrs.  William  Stern,  who  have  generously  given 
the  use  of  their  cars  for  several  j-ears. 

Ailecn  Kerr,  the  deaf-blind  girl,  made  wonderful  progress 
in  her  studies  during  the  past  year.  She  is  now  studying  his- 
tory, rhetoric  and  geography,  writing  with  a lead  pencil 
and  also  tjpewriting.  She  speaks  distinctly  and  by  placing 
her  finger  on  the  lips  can  understand  what  is  being  said. 

The  three  regular  weekly  readings  which  arc  conducted 
by  volunteers  arc  well  attended,  for  all  are  eager  to  hear 
the  current  events  and  new  books.  One  evening  each  month 
a special  entertainment  is  planned,  usually  a good  lecture, 
music  or  elocution.  I'hc  monthly  musicales  which  Mrs.  L. 
M.  Hosea  continues  to  give  at  her  home  are  a great  source 
of  pleasure.  Earlv  in  June  the  annual  picnic  was  given  at 
Clovernook  Home  for  the  Blind.  Through  the  efforts  of 
Mrs.  Jennie  March  and  Mrs.  Jonas  15.  Frenkel,  automobiles 
were  secured  to  take  tbe  blind  to  this  country  home  where 
they  enjoyed  the  swings,  hammocks,  a good  dinner  and  the 
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“I’ork  Chop  Quartet”  which  Mrs.  March  very  thoughtfully 
sent  out  for  the  pleasure  of  the  guests. 

'I’he  Society  wishes  to  e.xtend  its  heartiest  thanks  to  all 
those  who  made  this  work  possible  by  giving  either  of  their 
time  or  money;  to  the  Cincinnati  Traction  Company,  and 
to  the  South  (Covington  and  Cincinnati  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, whose  liberal  supply  of  street  car  tickets  made  it  pos- 
sible for  the  blind  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library,  and
